Article  II 

The  Chinese  troops  ’•'ill  rerAln  in  their  r resent  rjosition  pending  Inter 
nrrnngemento  upon  the  rc-ea'CAbllshnent  of  norrAl  conditions  in  the  arena  denlt 
with  by  this  .kgrenn-nt.  The  nforesp.id  poeltiona  are  indicated  in  Annex  I  to 
this  Agrernent. 

Article  III 

The  Japanese  troops  will  withdraw  to  the  International  Settlement  and 
the  extre.-Settlement  roads  in  the  Konekew  district  as  before  the  incident 
of  January  2eth,  1932.  It  is,  ho’-'ever,  understood  that,  in  view  of  the 
numbers  of  Japanese  troops  to  be  accommodated,  some  vlll  have  to  be  tempor¬ 
arily  stationed  in  localities  adjacent  to  the  above  mentioned  areas.  The 
aforesaid  localities  are  indicated  in  Annex  II  to  this  Agreement, 

Article.  IV 

A  Joint  Coanispion,  including  nenb.-'rs  representing  the  participating 
friendly  ®owers,  will  be  established  to  certify  the  mutual  withdrawa.l. 

This  Commission  will  e.lso  collaborate  in  '•rranging  for  the  transfer  from 
the  evacuating  Japanese  forces  to  the  Incoming  Chinese  police,  «ho  will  take 
over  as  soon  as  the  Japanese  forces  witridra.w.  The  constitution  and  procedure 
of  this  Commission  will  be  an  defined  in  Arjiex  III  to  this  Agreement. 

Article  V 

The  present  Agrerm-  nt  sha.ll  eone  into  force  on  the  d»y  of  signature 
thereof.
